London. Oct 24.—Chairman Smith- 
era, presiding at the Grand Trunk 
Railway meeting to-day. had noroo 
earnest remarks to deliver to the Im¬ 
migration authorities, and also to 
workers already established in the 
1 Kim in ion. 

"Canada requires, more capital." he 
declared, "but much more she requires 
additional labor. It aeems regrettable 
that tha question of emigration has 
not been taken up by the British gov¬ 
ernment I am certain machinery could 
be devised for the transfer of British 
labor to Canada with excellent re¬ 
sults. political and otherwise. 

"There Is a passing danger from 


Tendon. Oct. 21--Following hla some¬ 
what dramatic warnings to Great Bri¬ 
tain on Tues-lay. Field Marshal Lon! 
Roberts yesterday declared that not 
only was Britain’s supremacy In the 
North Sea open to argument, but that 
every soldier experienced In modern 
warfare was aware that the Empire 
was totally unprepared for war. 

“As a continental power,” continued 
Lord Roberta, "we do not exist a* far 
as war la concerned. The army aa a 
belligerent in European politics la an 
almost negligible quantity. The Empire 
Is at all times absolutely defenceless 
beyond the first line, and such an Em¬ 
pire simply Invites war. Us assumed 
security amid the armaments of Eur¬ 
ope and Asia la Insolent and provoca¬ 
tive. 

“We must possess a paramount navy, 
but we also require an army strong 
enough to Insure the mobility of the 
navy. Compulsory military training 
and defence is our only solution to the 
fmit-growlug danger of German In¬ 
vasion."

Mr Monk’s acceptance of a posi¬ 
tion In the cabinet of Mr. Borden came, 
therefore, a# a considerable shock, and 
his reputation sank lower stilt when, 
from his place In the House, he made 
remarks which clearly Indicated that 
the flesh pots of office were more dear 
to him than his sacred principles. 

•‘It would be necessary to know 
just what has now made him abandon 
the fleshpots for the principles. They 
are not by any means a happy family 
on Parliament Hill, and there have 
been several well-authenticated rumors 
of lively sessions of the cabinet coun¬ 
cil ” 

Much active speculation la rife as 
to the possible situation which Mr. 
Monk's action will create In the House. 
The government at the close of last 
session was fatrly confident that it 
had for all time absorbed the Nation¬ 
alist element and had finally disposed 
of it once its work was finished. But 
Mr. Monk, who will retain hts seat, 
m iy be expected, now that he Is free 
from the trammels of office, to assume 
a position of leadership of the so far 
unorganised and leaderfeae Nationalist 
Wing of the government. 

Just how far the wing will go In 
taking Issue with government meas¬ 
ures can only be conjectured, but |t 
Is certain that In the naval debate Mr. 
Monk will have some backing In his 
contentions.

About the time of the 
Yukon excitement Dr. Grant resigned 
his incumbency of the church at Al¬ 
monte and came out to the West, re¬ 
maining in the Yukon for several 
years. While In Dawson he was pas¬ 
tor of the church there, and did a 
great deal of good through the Good 
Samaritan hospital, which he estab¬ 
lished In that city of miner* and gold 
seekers. This he was prompted to do 
through his knowledge of medicine. 
Ills original intention at college waa 
to go out to the foreign fields as a 
medical missionary, and with this ob¬ 
ject In view he took nearly the whole 
of the medical course at McGill. This 
idea he finally renounced, however, 
hut found a field for hia knowledge in 
Dawson, and. associated with hi* 
splendid financial ability was able to 
put It to good effect In the hospital 
which he founded. Although nominal¬ 
ly a missionary movement, the hos¬ 
pital was almost entirely financed by 
himself, and did unt«4d good in that 
far north land in the early days of the 
gold rush.

In fancy skating, ths curved skat* 
presents a problem to the skate sharp¬ 
ener. and many a skate ha* been irre¬ 
parably ruined by the clumsy handling 
of the emery stone. In Ottawa. Mon¬ 
treal and Toronto, machine shops that 
ore noted for their carefulness, secure 
the bulk of the skate sharpening trade, 
a business that bae developed wonder¬ 
fully In the past few years. For ordin¬ 
ary every day skating, the skats sharp¬ 
ener 1* not called upon to show his 
skill, but It is handling the fancy skat¬ 
ing and hockey outfits that the “class" 
1* displayed. Few hockey fans are 
aware that the tube skates which the 
professional stars wear are rounded 
similar to the fancy skater. Of course 
the curvature Is not so pronouced. but 
it l* there Just the same.

Turks on the towns of tho Black flea 
coast, a Sofia dtapatch to the Tlntee 

■ays. 

There Is reason to believe, the dis¬ 
patch adds .that the accident, which 
occurred recently on the flmyrna-Adana 
railroad, resulting In the death of 200 
Turkish soldiers, was the work of 
Macedonia^ emissaries sent to Asia 
Minor to Impede the dispatch of Asiatic 
troops to Europeah Turkey. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Times, referring to the fighting In , 
the Adrfanople district, says It appears 
to be the Intention of the Turks to fight 
In a position of their own choosing, on 
their own soli, with the ambitious hope 
that the Issue will enable them to 
change a successful defensive Into an 
oredwhelming offensive action. 

Desperate Fighting. 

Belgrade, Oct. 24.—The capture of 
Novlpasar by General Jankovltch was 
preceded by three days of desperate 
.fighting, the, Turks holding strongly- 
fortified positions. 

General Zsevokovltch reports that the 
Servian lasses In the capture of Pris¬ 
tina were extraordinarily large, but 
that the Turkish losses were still 
greater. 

Rome alarm Is felt here lest the sup¬ 
ply of cartridges run out. The factory 
at Makrlko Is working night and day 
but can only produce a quarter of a 
million dolly—Insufficient for the 
troops engaged. 

Report Defeat of Servians. 

| Constantinople, Oct. 24. -The Servian 
| army operating near Hum*nova has 
been defeated by the Turkish troops 
defending that town. The Hervians 
suffered enormous k>NFes, according to 
an official dispatch from the com- 
mandx‘r-ln-chlef of the Turklah west¬ 
ern army. 

The Turklah troops an* pursuing en¬ 
ergetically. The Servian army Is be¬ 
lieved to have comprised four strong 
divisions. 

Town Captured, by Greeks. 

Athena, OeL. 24.—The Greeks have 
occupied the town of Hervla and have 
also captured the bridge over the Itlver 
AUakmon (Indje Karnh), thereby cut¬ 
ting off the retreat of the Turks. 

The government has dispatched the 
King's congratulations trt the com- I 
rounders And the troops The victory 
was complete. The Greeks captured « 
22 guns nnd mAny prisoners, and scat,- 
ter-d the Turkish army. 

Crown Prince Constantine, telegraph¬ 
ing from headquarters last night, re¬ 
ported; "Our troops arc pursuing the 
en**my all along the line from Can- 
bunnla to the town of Servla, and on f 
the AUakmon plains. The Turklah . 
army has be^n scattered. We have 
taken 22 field guns, with their am¬ 
munition wagons and a large quantity ' 
of ammunition and army transport I 
wagons."

A pioneer among the mlaelonartea of 
hie denomination In China, the Rev. C. 
R. Hunnex, of the Church of Ood. 
which ha* numerous mlwlonn In India 
and th* Went Indies, arrived on the 
Tam bn Maru this morning. 

Mr. Hunnex, who was born In China, 
returned there on coming to yearn of 
maturity, hta father being aaeoclated 
wjth the North China Dally Newa at 
Shanghai now. although formerly In 
mlnsloniiry work. The younger man la 
now located at the tlrat mlwlon of hla 
denomination In the Celeatlal Empire. 
This mlfialon la altuate at Chln-Klang, 
lie Klang-Su province, and he expect a 
to be away from bin mimdon for about 
twelve montha. 

Mr. Hunnex asld that during the 
revolution there was a certain amount 
of Jleorder In hla district, which had 
now limited Itself to brigandage, and 
robberies were fairly frequent, although 
they were no great distance from Nan¬ 
king. and within easy reach of Shang¬ 
hai He thought that while outwardly 
tin country seemed calm. It was not 
possible to read - the Oriental mind, and 
Just how far the change had affected 
Chinese life It was too uncertain to 
prophesy. 

He thought It would not be long be¬ 
fore the republic would obtain the re¬ 
cognition of the powers, although it 
would be some years before Internal 
problems found a solution In the great 
empire, whose physical, social and 
political conditions varied greatly In the 
d|ff« rent provinces. 

So far as mlssllnnary work was con¬ 
cerned, he did not expect that there 
would be further trouble In carrying on 
Christianising Influences. He expected 
that his church would develop their 
missions shortly and extend their oper¬ 
ations In China. Mr Hunnex proceeds 
to Han Francisco, and afterwards has a 
number of places to visit In the United 
.States.

Mrs. Johnston went to Europe to at¬ 
tend the Imperial Teachers' Confer¬ 
ence In London this summer, where 
the British Columbia government was 
represented, and where many teachers 
from this province mingled with edu¬ 
cationalists from all over the world.
